house with both profit aud pride for 
it is a building now that will compare 
with any court house of any county of 
iteeize "in the state aud nation. 
We 


liave made a little journey through 
the building for our readers. 


The new building has been made to 


conform on the outside to the taste 
aud style of the old building, so that 
the latter is not spoiled in auy way 
but an added solidity is given to the 
line lines of the old building. 


A eood way to make the acquaint- 


ance of the new building, about 6<» feet 
long and 30 feet wide, standing directly 
in rear of the old building, Is by the 
basement entrance on Middle street. 
A charming green spot has been made 
on that side of the building and the re- 
moval of several trees has not injured 
but helped the appearance of things, 
for several trees remain to give color 
to the picture on that side. 


The new building is entered through 


an imposing granite stairway down to 
tbe basement. 
On the inside, the 


tiret room on the right is the janitor's 
room where lie has a special sink aud 


The extreme 


new building on the first floor is the 
office of Superinttndent H. M. Koth. 
the tirct window of which overlooks 
another green spot on the south side 
of the court house. The small portion 
of old iron fence enclosing it on HaJti- 
more Mreet will probably be taken 
away at an early date, which will add 
much to the appearances on that side. 


The main part of the building on 


first floor remains unchanged largely 
in arrangement, except new floors, 
new doors and repainting has added 
to its appearance. 


Kntering from Baltimore street the 


first office on right hand side is Pro- 
thonotary Deatrick's, the old room 
used for that official has been made at- 
tractive with paper on the walls acd 
paint. The vault directly west of this 
office, divided by a wooden partition, 
was made into oue large vault. Next 
to this is the new office made for the 
Sheriff; out of the old office of the 
Treasurer but not yet occupied by 
Sheriff' Geo. L. Colestock. The old 
room of the County Commissioners 
has been converted into a room for the 
District Attorney. 
An Act of As- 


sembly of recent years required such 
a room to be provided but there had 
been no space in the old Court House 
for same. District Attorney Keith has 
not yet occupied the office and will not 
likely locate there permanently, but 
will use it during court week, when it 
will place him more in touch with the 
court work of his office. 


On the left side of the remodeled old 


building first comes the office of Clerk 
of Courts, now in charge of H. L*. 
Walter. This room has been papered 
aud repainted. Ju the rear of it are 
two vaults, oue for the Clerk aud the 
other for Register aud Recorder, Reg- 
ister D. F. Steff'y being now in the

All the floors iu the basement are

They are of heavy brick walls, the 
best fire proof material, with cement 
floor aud iron ceilings aud doors, aud 
all the furniture, cases aud shelves are 
of metal. 
A metal table has beeu 


provided for each vault, so that the rec- 
ords of Adams county can be said to 
be as fire proof as modern building 
science cau make them. 


The building has beeu wired forelec- 


tric lights, wires concealed aud lights 
in halls, offices aud vaultsarecontroll- 
ed by switches handily placed, so that 
striking of matches is made unneces- 
sary. 


The roof of the old building was

SCHOOL FOR THE FARMER 


Experiment to Begin in 
Adams 


County in the Fall. 


Pennsylvania is to have movable 


schools of agriculture for the instruc- 
tion of the people. The experiment is 
to be commenced, in November, in four 
counties, one of which is Adams. 


The movable school is to teach dairy- 


ing, poultry-raising and horticulture. 
The instructors will carry with them 
the necessary apparatus to illustrate 
their subjects. 


The school in poultry will be con- 


ducted by J. C. Campbell, Hartstowu, 
and \V. Theodore \Virtmau. Allen- 
town, who will lecture on breeding, 
feeding, egg production and the man- 
agement of poultry farms. Professor H. 
E. VanOrunan, of State college, and 
Dr. J. D. Dietrich. North Wales, will 
discuss breeding and barn manage- 
ment of dairy herds, aud the making 
of butter and the handling of milk. 


Dr. J. H. Funk, Urrstown, and Pro- 


fessor Stewart, of State college, will 
discuss the selection of orchard sites 
the planting of varieties of fruit trees 
for commercial purposes aud the hand- 
ling of fruit products.

THE DIET OF CONSUMPTIVES. 


Overfeeding Recommended, But Prop- 


er Digestion Must Be Assured. 


Herbert C. Clapp, of Boston, writing 


in the Medical Record, says that diet 
is a most important factor 
in 
the 


treatment of 
tuberculosis. 
A con- 


sumptive is much more likely to eat 
too little than too much. Systematic 
OX-PI feeding with proper digestion of 
the food are the accepted remedies. 
Th" food must be palatable and well 
served and the amount must 
vary 


with the patient 
and 
his 
circum- 


stances. The outdoor air will enable 
him to assimilate large amounts. Milk 
and eggs are the best foods to pro- 
duce fats, \vhich are most necessary- 
to the patient. The author advocates 
three solid meals a day, with lunches 
between of milk and e§ss, about three 
quarts of milk and six eggs a day be- 
ing taken. Fresh meats are especially 
necessary for these patients, but 
a 


mixed diet is undobtedly 
the 
best 


borne. Meat juice is valuable. Pastry, 
candy, fried foods and cabbage should 
be let alone. Alcohol is not advisable. 
but coffee, tea and chocolate may be 
taken moderately.

Value of the Thumb. 


"Solomon says thumbs up." because 


the thumb is said to be worth fully 
one-third the entire value of the hand. 
The different fingers are far from 
having all the same value before the 
eyes of the law. Much the most im- 
portant among them is the thumb, 
for without it the hand no longer is 
a pincers, but merely a claw. The 
French court allows in damages 15 
to 35 per cent, value for the right 
and 10 to 15 per cent, for the left 
thumb. The Austrian schedule gives 
from 15 per cent, for the left to 35 
per cent for the right. In Germany 
20 to 28 per cent., and even as high 
as 33.3 per cent, has been awarded. 
The percentage is based on 100 as the 
total value of the hand, industriously 
speaking, before the accident.

One at Nineveh Seems to Ee Entitled

tomary to deposit important legal aud 
other documents, such as contracts 
and agreements for the purchase and 
Hale «,f property, marriage settier.v nts, 
wills, etc. Among these there were 
discovered official statements as to 
the nistory an:! tniaructlc.:::; cf the 
eminent banking house of Egidu at 
Nineveh. Assyrian chronology proves 
that these refer to a date about 2,300 
years before the Christian era. when 
Abraham dwelt at Ur of the Chaldees, 
as is stated in Genesis. 
We may, 


therefore, claim for this firm the repu- 
tation of being the oldest bank In the 
world, at least, of which we have any 
record, or are likely to have. 
The 


accounts are very voluminous, and 
cover the transactions of five genera- 
tions of the house from father to son. 
The firm grew rapidly in importance 
during this period, during which they 
attained great wealth; for they had 
succeeded in securing from the king 
the appointment of collectors of taxes, 
a position which in the east always 
leads to fortune. 
They afterwards 


framed the revenue for several of the 
Assyrian provinces, with very great 
gain to the firm. 


HAND GRENADES OF 1812. 


Old Time Ordnance Found at Fort Me- 


Henry—How They Were Used. 


While examining the contents of 


the ordnance storehouse at Fort Mc- 
Henry Lieut. J. L. Holcombe, of the 
One Hundred and Twenty-eighth coast 
artillery discovered several boxes of 
old hand grenades which are supposed 
to be more than a hundred years old, 
gays the Baltimore American. 
The 


missiles are of the earliest make used 
by the United States government, and 
were probably placed at the historic 
old fort when it was first erected in 
1812. Owing to the way in which they 
were packed the grenades had only 
the slightest trace of rust upon them. 
The discovery of the weapons recalls 
a bit of the ancient history 
of 
the 


country. In explaining their use Lieut. 
Holcombe said that the grenades were 
bandied only by the grenadiers of the 
ship, who, walking out upon the yard- 
arms of the old fashioned fighting ves- 
sels threw them into the ranks of the 
enemy. An explosion followed which 
created havoc. 
They 
weigh 
about 


four pounds and are shaped after the 
fashion of the bombs used by anar- 
chists, and are iron and loaded with 
gunpowder.
